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MA. FIELDING’S BUDGET 


Mr. Fielding’s budget speech, now 
that it has passed through’ the con- 
eentrator, moans that there will be 
mo change in the traiff although the 
national expenditure will be consid- 
erably increased. 
in 1897-98 waa $1,883,383 more than 
the last year of Conservative rule, 
and the national debt has increased 


from 258 millions in in 1896 
to 264 millions, but be- 
cause the sums paid out are less than 
the revenue by $1,722,000 we are told 
that this is an actual surplus. In 
Canadian housekeeping there is the 
“consolidated” and the “capital” ac- 
count, the former being the cost of 
running the country and the latter 
the amount of interest on the nation- 
al mortgage. 

The farmer who claims that he has 
made two dollars by his trip to town 
because he has had his hotel 
stable bills charged against him has 
just as much right to do ao as the 
Government has to claim a surplus. 

The increase of duty all round (as 
for instance on the prosaic plug of 
T. & B.) has resulted in an increase 
of $1,837,000 in the last two years, 
paid for most part by the poorer 
clazses, It might be well to recall 
the words of the “Platform” of 1895, 
which seem to have been altogether 


forgotten: 

“It is time to call a halt. The 
march of corrnption has been con- 
tinued too long. With increase of 
debt, expenditure and taxation, so 
far outstripping increase of popula- 
tion, the result, if we do not change 


our course will be serious if not dis-. 


a@strous.” 

This was the view when the Lib- 
erals were out. Now that they are 
in, they take it all back, Political 
arguments in Canada seem to be use- 
ful only to put the “ina” out in order 
to get the “outs” in. 


MR. COSTIGAN’S CONVERSION. 


Hop, John Costigan, M.P., who for 
14 years filled the place of a leader 
and councillor in the Conservative 
party and who during that time was 
in receipt of a salary of at least $8000 
per annum, has discovered that the 
Present leaders of the Conservative 
party do not represent the party or 
the ideas which he claims’ to have 
supported. The announcement of his 
formal defection from the party will 
not, however, cause much suprise to 
those who have watched his course 
in politics since the accession of the 
Liberal party in power. The reasons 
wiuich he gave for his conversion, to 
n Montreal Herald representative, will 
hardly stand investigation, The 
pouty and principles of the CoWser- 
vative party today are precisely the 
same as when Mr, Costigan was a 
cabinet minister, and even if he really 
believes that the present leaders of 
the party do not live up to that policy, 
that is no reason why he should for- 
fake the princtples which he cham- 
Pioned during his 14 years of office. 

The real reason of his sacrifice of 
his principles is suggested by the 
growth of a new party in eastern Can- 
ada—the English speaking Catholic 
Liberal party. It seems that this 
section of the Liberal forces requires 
a leader and representative in the 
House of Commons, and Mr. Coscigan 
who has had so much experience as 
the representative of the English 
speaking Conservative Catholics, was 
thougu. to be the man for the place, 
tue only difficulty being his political 
views. This difficulty has apparently 
been overcome, and it is proposed that 
Mr. Costigan should now assume in 
the Liberal party the same position 
which placed him in office during the 
Conservative government, 

This prospect may have had its in- 
fluence on Mr, Costigan's views, but 
whether it has had or not, there is 
no doubt that he will be made wel- 
come in the Liberal councils, and 
will no doubt be duly rewarded, it 
we may judge of the consequences of 
the defection of Hon. J. I. Tarte, In 
Mr. Tarte's case, however, he had the 
courage to secede while his party 
Were in power, and for sufficiently 
valid reasons, The fact that Mr, Cos- 
tigan’s party has been nearly three 
years in opposition before he saw fit 
to admii the error of his political 
way, not only deprives his action of 
@ny appearance of heroic self-sacrifice, 
but even suggests a sordid atriving 
after office. If, as is expected, his 
desertion to the Liberal camp wears 
his being placed over the heads of 
Hici who have been life-iong adher- 


ents of that party ict is doubtful 
whether his arrival will be looked on 
as an unmixed blessing by the men 
whose legitimate aspirations will 
thus be nipped in the bud.

: THE FLIGHT OF THE FINNS 
anere con be no doubt but that the 
exodus of the Finnish population 
from Europe to America has begun in 
earnest. Already a thousand of 
these people, all males, have crossed 
the Atlantic in am extra Cunard sieam- 
er to spy out the land and to be fol- 
lowed by their women folk as soon as 
they had located a home. Not being 
Doukhobors, they did not send on 
their ladies ahead to do the breaking. 

Their voluntary exile is said to be 
due to the encroachments of Russia 
on their liberties and the violating 
of their treaty of union by that coun- 


ty. 

Military conscription is said to be 
the chief cause of their discontent. 
They decidedly object to five years’ 
continuous military service in Rue- 
sia, Siberia, or elsewhere, which to a 
Finlander means five years ol ex ile 
and to a Finnish farmer ruin, It can- 
not be said they starve walle serv- 
ing. because the czar pays his con- 
scripts two and in exceptional cases 
as high as three cents a day, out of 
which the conscript has to provide 
soap, tobacco and church eubscrip- 
tions.. It must be admitted that after 
all this expenditure this suw aces not 
leave a very large margin for frivol- 
ity, It is oniy fair to the Finns to say 
that they do not object to the use of 
soap, but with the washing money at 
their disposal they are compelled tc 
wash themselves more or less on the 
insta.ment plaa. 

Another reason for the exodus is 
the intense love of the Fins for their 
institutions and laws. The present 
policy of Russia seems to be a policy 
of national extinction to which the 
Finns will not submit, and they are 
consequently leaving their country en 
masse, No doubt as soon as the 
“Little Father’ gets on to the com- 
bination, he will place an embargo on 
the exportation of his subjects, which 
Is to be regretted for they are not at 
all undesirable people. If, however. 
the potentate who has the honor of 
ruling over the Galicians could only 
be induced to place an embargo on 
the exportation of his wif and woolly 
Subjects, or at least send them over 
“dressed” as even the cattle are sent, 
he would be distinctly advatnageous 
to this country, 


THE RAILWAY GOMMISSION. 


One or two of the more progressive 
members from the West have been agi- 
tating in the House of Commons for 
a railway commission. There is at 
present in existence a Railway com- 
mi.vee, but that body nas uv power 
to regulate freight and passenger 
rates, or to compel one railway to 
allow another to have running rights 
over its tracks. Consequently, it is 
not of much practical value. 

Any commission that may be ap- 
pointed must be vested with full 
powers, or it will be no better than 
the present committee, it has been 
suggested that the proper course would 
be to pass a Railway act which would 
include those features of railway re- 
gulations which are in force in other 
countries, Then a Railway commis- 
sion might be properly established to 
interpret and enforce the provisions of 
the act. In the meantime no com- 
mission with limited powers can be 
of any service to the country,

CATTLE SHIPMENTS 


To the Editor of the Herald: 

Sir: Every cattle shipper in West- 
ern Canada is deeply interested in 
the system of inspection of cattle 
shipped from the North West. As 
one member of the class I would be 
glad if you would allow me the\op- 
portunity of pointing out some fea- 
sons why the system at present in 
practice in the North West is en- 
tirely satisfactery. The present 
system of local inspection is @bjec- 
tionable for many reasons, but chief- 
ly becatse in the first place it is en- 
tirely ineffective, and also because it 
is unfair to the shippers who have 
to pay for it. It is ineffective be- 
cause the ‘ocal inspector has no in- 
ducement to devote “any time or 
trouble to the work. The most that 
he can make, even at large shipping 
points, is ahout $50 a year, and 
therefore he pays little attention to 
his duties: Often, when cattle are to 
be shipped he cannot be found at all, 
and when found is generally quite 
incompetent to do his work properly, 
The system is quite unknown in any 
other stock country, and has nething 
in ite favor, excepting perhaps, that 
it saves the North West government 
a small amount of expenditure for 
the payment of a regular efficient in- 
spector in Winnipeg, 

In reading the report of the late 
meeting of the Western Stuck Grow 
ers’ association, I was surprised to 
see that Mr. Staunton considered in- 
spection at Winnipeg unnecessary. 
He, of all men, should «now the 
value of such a system for reasons 
which I will proceed to point out. 
Last September Macdonald & com- 
pany of this city shipped a trajn- 
cattle from Pincher Creek, 
Alberta. When inspected here 
among thecattle were found six 
steers belonging to one Fortier, who 
had only been paid for five, On 
further inspection, however, it was 
found that the total number of cat- 
tle sold was correct, as Mr. Staunton 
had been paid for one more than he 
actually sold. The error had to be 
remedied, and Macdonald & company 
paid Fortier for his extra steer, 
but up to date have only been re- 
funded half the amount paid for the 
extra steer to Mr. Staunton. It 
there had been no inspector at Win- 
nipeg at the time the mistake would 
never have been discovered, and Mr. 
Staunton with such an example with- 
in his own experience should surely 
tee the effectiveness of this system 

In the United States all the stock 
is inspected at the large centres, sueh 
as Omaha, Chicago, ete Why could 
not we adopt the same system. Every 
body who knows anything about it 
will admit that it is impossible to 


yard, In Winulpexg there 
is every forility and as al cattle are 
unloaded here for 24 hours or iong- 
er, this affords the inspector every 
opportunity of performing his work 
properly, The sentiment of all cat- 
tle shippers is strongly in favor of
